Clay soil Is heavy, though 
It weighs wJieu dry on!) seventy-five pounds 
to thecubie foot, while pure sand soil Is vi>rj 
lij?ht, though it weighs when dry HOjxmnils- 
per cubic foot.

for it. 
Here ani some picture frames made 


of pagi'r and colored like walnut and are so 
pel feet that no one could detect them without 
cutting them. 
The paper mutes a much 


haidei and better piece of furniture than 
wood itself. A be-lsteari made of paper looks 
beautiful and is everlasting If ills made In 
the same manner as tlm car wheel, only they 
are made out of long strips of paper, Insteat 
of paper rings. 
Another very valuable ar- 


ticle which can be made out of piper 
Is a cooking or heating stove. Theao paper 
stoves are annealed, and it Is Impossible to 
burn them Out, and they are much cheaper 
than iron. We can make a house out of 
paper and one that will last forever, furnish 
It finely with paper furniture, make all tbe 
jrlHInaii stove", Knives and fork«,«nd »U-other 
articles in tlio house out of paper. A build- 
lag like any of tho great city printing offices 
could be erected out of paper, only It would 
be much

ble. Another thing which can be made out 
of paper is n complete steam engine whlc) 
would do all -Hie duties 6£ a metal one am 
last longoi. Tho fact ot tho matter Is thai 
there Is uot an article that cannot be made, 
aud splendidly made, out ot fwper. Tho 
time it takes to transform ft linen fibre into a 
flue car wheel or other article Is twenty-nine 
bouts. It'wlll takesonw little time longer to 
make paper clothes and shoes.
